War Time, Tuesday) (AP)—The sky over Singapore is black 
with the smoke of a dozen huge fires this morning as I wrote 
my last message from this once beautiful, prosperous and 
peaceful city. 


The roar and crash of cannonade and bursting bombs" 


which are shaking my typewriter and my hands, which are 
wet with nervous perspiration, tell me without need of an 


official communique that the 
war which started nine weeks 
ago 400 miles away is in the 
outskirts of this shaken bas- 
tion of empire today. 


Sees Jap Planes Circling 
I am sure there is a bright 


tropic sun shining somewhere 
overhead, but in my many- 
windowed room it is too dark 
to w o r k without electric 
lights. 


Over the low rise where the 


battle is raging I can "see relay 
after relay of Japanese planes 
circling, then going into mur- 
derous dives on our soldiers 
who are fighting back in a hell 
over which there is no pro- 
tecting screen of our own 
fighters.

this morning, for I just saw two "wild beasts"—obsolete 
bi-planes with an operating speed of about 100 miles an hour 
—fly low over the Japanese positions and unload bomb burdens 
with a resounding crash. 


(The grave peril of Singapore was acknowledged by mili- 


tary commentators m LoSdbrC "but" they declared that violent 
counter-attacks were being pressed against the invaders with 
some success and that the defense position "certainly is no 
worse and indications are that in some ways it is better." 


(Berlin quoted a Tokyo report that the Japanese had pene- 


trated the western outskirts of Singapore city and in Batavia 
it was acknowledged that the British had blown up stores and 
machinery in the Singapore Xaval base.)

Washington, Feb. 11 (AP)— 


Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson announced today thar

"camelback," the rubber com- 
pound used in the retreading 
process, will be carried out by 
the present tire rationing boards. 


Henderson said the War Pro- 


duction Board would determine 
each month the amount of crude 
rubber which could be used in 
making the compound and that 
"a certain amount will be made 
available each month to permit 
the retreading or recapping of 
truck tires. 


"None will be available this 


month for the retreading of 
passenger car tires, and perhaps 
none for the month of March.

London, Feb. 11 (AP)—The Singapore radio, 


heard in London shortly after 5 p. m. (12 noon 
E.W.T., today) said the situation on the island was 
"very serious" but, thai it had "not deteriorated in 
any way." The broadcast was heard by the official 
British monitoring service. 


The Singapore announcer said heavy fighting 


continued on the island this morning "with the Japa- 
nese attempt to advance still meeting strong resist- 
ance. 


Reception was bad and those two sentences were 


the only part of the broadcast intelligible to listeners 
here. 


Earlier in the day British sources in London an- 


nounced that Singapore's defenders had slashed 
back at the Japanese with two violent counter-at- 
tacks in the face of overwhelming odds in men, guns 
and planes.

Washington, Fab. 11 (AP)—The 


imminent fall of Singapore was de- 
scribed in military quarters here 
today as a blow of terrible conse- 
quences for the Allies— a disaster 
which would add. at least an extra 
year to a long Pacific war. 


It makes a sucessful defense of 


the Dutch East Indies highly prob- 
lematical, according to this informed 
opinion, and probablyjneans that 
the United Nations must fall back 
eventually on Australia as their 
main bastion between Hawaii and 
India. 


Needed Another Month 


Moreover, all the strategic ad- 


vantages lost—whether at Singapore 
or other key points, fallen or yet 
to fall—must be bought back some 
day slowly and painfully at great 
cost in blood and treasure. 


The present grim situation might 


well have been averted, it was 
learned, had the Singapore garri- 
son been able to hurl bock aH at- 
tacks on the fortress island for just 
about another month. By that time, 
it was understood, the British 
bastion probably would have re- 
ceived ample reinforcements to hold 
out indefinitely. 


If the United Nations had been 


able to gain that much time to 
concentrate air power in the East 
Indies, it would have been a rela- 
fji—•-- cimTV" matter to strengthen 
Singapore not only in the air but 
on the ground. 


As> long as Singapore was securely

Celebration Frustrated 


Japan's Expected Foundation Day celebration of the fall 


of Singapore apparently was frustrated today as the holiday 
passed at midnight, Tokyo Time (11 a, m., Eastern War 
Time), without any announcement that the city had sur- 
rendered. 


The great national holiday observes the anniversary of 


the legendary founding of the Japanese Empire in 60 B. C. 


Axis reports previously had said Japan's invasion armies 


would make a determined' attempt to capture the city by 
nightfall. 


Defenders Hold Japs at Bay 


Bitter, day-long fighting followed 


a statement by Imperial Tokyo 
headquarters that Japanese troops 
had entered what was vaguely de- 
fined as 'the city area of Singa- 
pore" at 8 a. rrij local time,_with the 
stout-hearted British defenders ap- 
parently ctill hoJdinr the Japanese 
at bay somewhere near the city 
limits at nightfall.

PROFITEERING 


IS CHARGED 


Washington, Feb. 11 (AP)—A 


Congressional committee charged 
today that defense brokers have 
amassed "untold millions" profiteer- 
ing on war contracts, and demanded 
immediate steps both to get the 
profits back and to prevent exor- 
bitant commissions in the future. 


In a report based upon weeks of 


investigation an<3 public hearings, 
the committee told Congress it had 
uncovered evidence that commission 
brokers—some of them without pre- 
vious experience in. the work—had 
obtained commissions, ranging from 
three to 75 per cent on defense sub- 
contracts.

EXPECT JAPS TO

Washington, Feb. 11 (AP)—Move- 


ment of enemy troops indicate an 
early resumption of an attack in 
force against Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's forces in the Philippines, 
the war department reported today, 
although the fighting on Bataan 
peninsula and enemy air activity 
have lessened. 


There have been intermittent in- 


terchanges of artillery fire between 
the American island fortifications at 
the entrance of Manila bay and 
Japanese batteries on the Cavite 
shore of the bay, the department 
said. 


The war communique also said 


that six of the seven enemy planes 
reported shot down yesterday were

planes over Cavite province in one 
of the most spectacular air battles 
in the Philippine campaign. One 
American plane was reported miss- 
ing.

Not far away are anti-aircraft batteries in open spaces— 
they must be to have a clear field of fire. 
Please overlook the break in continuity but a packet of 
bombs just landed so close I had to duck behind a wall which 
I hoped would—and did—screen the blast. 
But those gun crews keep on fighting, their guns pepper­ 
ing smoke into the limited ceiling every time Japanese planes 
come near—that, almost constantly. 
The all clear has just sounded—what a joke! 
From the window I can see three Japanese planes Hying 
low not a mile away. 
A few minutes ago I heard a tragic two-way telephone 
conversation. 
Governor Says “Situation Not Too Bad” 
Erie Davis, director of the Malayan Broadcasting corpora­ 
tion, urged Governor Sir Shenton Thomas for permission to 
destroy the outlying broadcasting station.

Henry Steel, Army Public Relations officer, who has seen 
us through a bad situation from the Thailand border to Singa­ 
pore, has just told me I have ten minutes to pack up and 
leave. 
When Henry says “Go,” I go. So good-bye to Singapore. 
F. Y. Tong of Canton, who has been the landlord for the 
British Ministry of Information and the Malayan subsidiary 
of the BBC, just showed me three famous Chinese paintings 
he is carrying with him to the vessel on which the Ministry of 
Information, the Malayan broadcasting subsidiary and I— 
first to arrive and last to leave of the foreign correspondents 
are taking our chances of getting clear of this close-beleag­ 
uered fortress.

“I arn leaving." 
T hat brief message written at the end of a fragm entary but 
poignant dispatch telling of fearful air raids on Singapore during 
its last stand against the Japanese, was the last word received by 
the Associated Press from its staff reporter In Singapore, C. Yates 
McDaniel. 
McDaniel was the last American reporter to rem ain in the city. 
Instead of placing the routine tim e-slug at the beginning of 
his message, McDaniel marked it ‘‘definitely last." 
China-born, McDaniel has spent much of his life in the Orient. 
Tile dispatch received this morning was the first word from him 
since he sent a bizarre account of the contrasts in Singapore life 
Tuesday m orning—more than 24 hours before his "definitely last" 
message was received. 
It was the fourth time the 35-year-old, prem aturely gray cor­ 
respondent had been under Japanese guns in a m ajor siege. 
His baptism of fire was at Tientsin, when Che Japanese bom­ 
barded and captured th at city in 1937. 
From T ientsin he went to Nanking. He was the last American 
to l»mve and wrote an account of Ute city's conquest aboard a Jap­ 
anese destroyer, 
He was at Hankow in 1938 during the Japanese assault and 
saw the flight of Generalissimo Cluang K ai-Shek’s forces to 
Chungking 
McDaniel was born of American parents at Soochow, China. 
He was educated at the University of Richm ond and the University 
of North Carolina

TO LIMIT IT 


TO 1 MONTH 


Harrisburg, Feb. 11 (AP)—The 


Pennsylvania legislature wiy 
as- 


semble in special session next Tues- 
day, February 17, at 3 p. m., pri- 
marily to enact a compromise bill 
cutting the state's seats in Congress 
from 34 to 33, over which contro- 
versy has raged for a year. 


It will be the second time the 


assembly has tackled the Congres- 
sional 
reapportfonment 
problem, 


raised by Pennsylvania's standing in 
the 1940 census, bat Governor James 
indicated he expected the session 
to last less than a month. 


The legislature adjourned its reg- 


ular session last July without set- 
tling upon a re-districting plan. Ac- 
cord finally vas leached by a spe- 
cial committee which submitted a 
bi-partisan agreement to the Gov- 
ernor last week, clearing the way 
for the long-awaited extra session. 


May Add Subjects 


The Governor included in his call 


only Congressional reapportionment 
and postponement of the effective 
date of a sweeping new parole sys-" 
tern beyond Jure 1. He left the 
way open, however, for additional 
subjects, with anti-sabotage legis- 
lation probably to be among them. 


As for the length of the session, 


James said: 


"I'm not setting a time limit on 


it. I'm giving them ample time to 
pass a Congressional re-apportion- 
ment bill which is the primary rea- 
son for the session." 


He added that any additional pro- 


posals he submitted could be dis- 
posed of "in less time than a 
month." 


Failure to pas'; a new bill would 


nullify present district lines and 
bring on election of all 33 Congress- 
men on a state-wide basis this year. 
The Governor expressed the opinion 
that the bill should be passed by 
February 28, the date for starting 
circulation of candidates' petitions 
for the May 19 primary. 


Compromise Suggested 


The compromise plan signed last 


week by nine of the ten members 
of the legislative committee provid- 
ed for elimination of a republican 
district in the northern tier and a 
democratic district in western coun- 
ties. One Congressman would be 
elected at large. 


Rep. 
William L. Shaffer (D-A1- 


legheny) was the lone member to 
withhold his signature. With demo- 
cratic committeeman David L. Law- 
rence, he opposed the dropping of 
an Allegheny district. 


Both republican and democratic 


leaders said enough votes were as- 
sured in the House and Senate to 
pass the proposal, however. 


What defense measures would be 


placed before the legislature were 
not disclosed by Governor James. 
He has said he Tvould ask the ses- 
sion to authorize county commis- 
sioners to appropriate funds for the 
work of local defense councils. The 
state council also has exhausted its 
original appropriation of $50,000, but 
whether legislation is needed to aug- 
ment that sum was a question stud- 
ed by the Justice department. 


Board Not Appointed 


The parole system law was sign- 


ed by James last August 6, but he 
has not appointed the five-member 
parole board and has taken the 
stand that during the war emer- 
;ency the handling of prisoners 
.hould be left undisturbed.

BAD DEBTS—YEAR IN WHICH 


DEDUCTIBLE 


Worthless debts arising from un- 


paid wages, salaries, rents, and 
similar items of taxable income are 
not allowable deductions unless the 
income such items represent has 
been included in income for 1941 or 
a prior taxable year. 


To be allowed as a deduction from 


gross income, a bad debt must have 
been determined by the taxpayer to 
be worthless within the taxable year 
for which it is claimed and, where 
books are kept, it also must have 
been charged off within the same 
year. The necessity for this pro- 
vision is obvious. If a debt could 
be deducted without the requirement 
that it be charged off the taxpayer's 
books, the certainty of its worthless- 
ness -would be open to question. 
Neither the taxpayer nor the gov- 
ernment could be certain that a debt 
would not be claimed more than 
once. 


If a debt were allowed as a de- 


duction without regard to the year 
when it became worthless, such 
charges could be accumulated to be 
deducted in a year when there was 
a large income. 


The burden is upon the taxpayer 


to show that a debt claimed as a 
deduction -was without value during 
the taxable year. 
A statement 


should be attached to the return 
showing the propriety of any de- 
duction for bad debts. If in the 
exercise of sound business judgment 
a taxpayer concludes, after maing 
a taxpayer concludes, after making 
every reasonable effort to determirie 
whether there is likelihood of re- 
covery, that the debt is of no value, 
deduction for such debt is allow- 
able. Court action as proof that the 
debt is worthless is not essential 


It is optional with the taxpayer, 


in a year prior to that in which a 
debt becomes wholly worthless, to 
take a deduction for partial loss if 
partial worthlessness occurs. 


The provisions of the Internal 


Revenue Code with respect to bad- 
debt and partial bad-debt deduc- 
ions are no applicable to. a taxpayer, 
other than a bank as defined by 
the Act, where the debt is evidenced 
by bonds, debentures, notes, or cer- 
tificates, or other evidences of in- 
debtedness, Issued by any corpora- 
tion (including those issued by A 
government or political subdivision 
thereof) with interest coupons or in 
registered form. 
Churchill Explains 
Beaverbrook's Duties 


London, Feb. 11 (AP) — Prime

BRITISH WATCH 
MEDITERRANEAN 
MOVES OF AXIS 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
Wide World War Analyst 


Hitlerian political machinations 


in the Mediterranean theater are 
raising 'troublesome issues for the 
Allies as the Nazi chief makes os- 
tensible preparations for a fresh of- 
fensive to try to wrest control of 
this strategic area from the British 
—a move calculated to be coordinat- 
ed with the Japanese drive in the 
Orient. 


The latest of several developments 


is the British charge that food and 
gasoline have been reaching Axis 
troops in Libya through neighbor- 
ing Tunisia. 
This is particularly 


serious in that, if true, it means a 
decided weakening on the part of 
the Vichy govenment under German 
pressure for concessions, and gives 
rise to fear that it presages German 
use of French African colonies as 
bases. 


Any such retreat by the Vichy 


government would be a matter of 
the utmost concern, since there is 
involved the security not only of the 
Mediterranean but of the Atlantic. 
Obviously the United States is vit- 
ally concerned, quite apart from the 
obligations of our alliance. 


Follows Rioting: 


This development comes on the 


heels of what is said to be Axis- 
inspired anti-British rioting in 
Spanish Morocco. There isn't much 
reason to doubt the origin of this 
trouble, for the 
Hitler-Mussolini 


brotherhood has worked untiringly 
to win the support of the Arab popu- 
lation in the. Mediterranean zone. 
This would be a great asset in the 
coming trial of strength for control 
of this sea which'has made England 
policeman of Europe: 


Coincident with this,, and of even 


greater importance, young King 
Farouk of Egypt has given a fresh 
demonstration of what the London 
press interprets as an anti-British 
attitude. If Farouk is indeed trying 
to kick over the traces in the face 
of Egypt's cast-iron alliance with 
Britain, he will raise a pressing 
problem, for if there is one place in 
the whole Mediterranean area that 
the British must control it is Egypt. 


Actually, o£ course, Egypt is a vast 


-military and naval base for Britain, 
giving domination of the Suez canal 
and the whole eastern Mediterran- 
ean. Should the king choose to 
challenge England, there can be no 
doubt that London -will simply crack 
down on him and that another king 
will be looking for a job. 


May Need Protectorate 


If the British did have to estab- 


lish a protectorate over Egypt it 
would be history repeating itself, for 
England took over control of thp 
country early in the first world war 
when Egypt ceased to be a tributary 
state of the Turkish empire. This 
protectorate lasted until 1922 when 
Egypt became nominally an inde- 
pendent kingdom. 


The position in the last war was 


much as it is now, that is, there was 
a very considerable opposition to the 
protectorate. The Egyptian govern- 
ment wanted complete elimination 
of British influence, just as now the 
revolutionary wafd party and many

BAD DEBTS—YEAR IN WHICH 
DEDUCTIBLE 
Worthless debts arising from un­ 
paid 
wages, salaries, 
rents, 
and 
similar items of taxable incoihe are 
not allowable deductions unless the 
income such items represent lias 
been included in income for 1941 or 
a prior taxable year. 
To be allowed as a deduction from 
gross income, a bad debt must have 
been determined by the taxpayer to 
be worthless within the taxable year 
for which it is claimed and, where 
books are kept, it also must have 
been charged off within the same 
year. 
The necessity for this pro­ 
vision is obvious. 
If a debt could 
be deducted without the requirement 
that it be charged off the taxpayer s 
nooks, the certainty of its worthless­ 
ness would be open to question. 
Neither the taxpayer nor the gov­ 
ernment could be certain that a debt 
would not be claimed more than 
once.

Earie Describes 


Attack By Nazis 


Philadelphia. Fob. 11 (AP)—The 


famed "Tipperary Incident" wasn't 
the only altercation George H. EarJp 
had with the Nazis while in Sofia 
as U. S. Minister to Bulgaria. 


The former Pennsylvania Gover- 


nor who recently returned home told 
a luncheon meeting yesterday that 
he also Jwd battled three Nazi sol- 
diers who attacked him on a Sofia 
street and routed thorn with his 
automobile. 


The "Tipperary" incldeni occurred 


in a cafe, it was reported, when ft 
German national objected strenu- 
ously to Earlc's rendition of the 
British marching tune, "It's a Long 
Way to Tipperary." 


Detailing the street attack, Earle 


said: 


"One of the soldiers, speaking per- 


fect English. a?ked if I was an 
American. When I told him I was. 
he said: 'You don't like us Nazis, 
do you?' and I Wd him I did not. 


"I started -to get into my car and 


one of the soldiers grabbed me by 
the leg and tried to pull me out. 
I kicked him with all my might in 
the stomach and one of the other 
two soldiers took a punch at me 
that would have been a haymaker 
had it landed. As it was, his fist 
brushed by nose. 


"I gave him a straight left to the 


jaw, 
got the car going and sped 


down the street, where I turned 
around and headed back, seeking to 
run down the three Nazis. 


"I chased them up on the side- 


walk with my small car. They got 
in a doorway and I couldn't get at 
them, so I drove home. People on 
the streets laughed in amusement 
at the undignified positions of the 
soldiers."

Chicago, Feb. ll (AP»—Hog rais­ 
ers, preparing for the birth of rec­ 
ord numbers of piglet* this spring.

SAYS NEW COAL 
WEIGHT LAW IS 
SUCCESSFUL 


HarrisbAJrg, Feb. 11 (AP)—A new 


state law designed to guarantee full 
weight delivery of coal has achieved 
its purpose in less than six months 
of operation, William S. Livengood, 
secretary of Internal Affairs, said 
today. 


Livengood backed the law at the 


last session of the Legislature and 
said it was aimed "at insuring de- 
livery of 2,000 pounds of coal to 
the ton." 
' ' 


There were "a whole host of ar- 


rests" whan enforcement began last 
September 1, the secretary declared, 
adding: 


"Now there are very few viola- 


tions reported and I think the law 
is being universally observed. 
I 


would say it is serving its purpose 
exceptionally well." 


The law provides for issuance In 


triplicate of welghmaster's certifi- 
cates when a. load of ,coal js weighed. 
The certificate shows the name and 
address of the purchaser, date and 
hour when weighed, gross and net 
weight of the toad or divided lots. 


One copy goes to the purchaser, 


one is retained by the weighmaster, 
and one -by the person delivering^ 
the coal. An inspector who stops a, 
oad of coal is authorized to take 
it to the nearest available weigh- 
master, where the gross weight is 
checked. The net load is determined 
by the inspector on weighing the 
empty vehicle, after delivery of the 
coal. 


Joseph P. Blickley, director of the 


department's bureau of standard 
Weights and measures, said 3,500 
merchants and coal dealers have 
been authorised to issue certificates 
when properly stamped by a weigh- 
master. 


1,600 Licenses Issued 


"There are less than 200 others 


who should have applied for this 
authority," he asserted,- "and they 
are mostly inactive. This response 
shows a fine spirit x)f cooperation 
with the state." 


Since the law became effective 


1,600 
weighma§ters' licenses have 


been issued, Blickley said, of which 
1,000 were sent out on new applica- 
tions. 
These figures, he added, 


"indicate that about 800 persons 
had previously been weighing coal 
without" a license."

SAYS NEW COAL 
WEIGHT LAW IS 
SUCCESSFUL 


H arrisburg, Feb. ll (A P )—A now 
state law designed to guarantee full 
weight delivery of coal h as achieved 
its purpose in less than six m onths 
o f operation, W illiam S. Ll von good. 
secretary of Internai Affairs, said 
today. 
Livengood backed the law a t the 
last session of the Legislature and 
said it was aim ed “a t insuring de­ 
livery of 2,000 pounds of coal to 
the ton.” 
1 ' 
There were “a whole host of a r­ 
rests” when enforcem ent began last 
Septem ber I, the secretary declared, 
adding: 
“ Now there are very few viola­ 
tions reported and I think the law 
is 
being universally observed. 
I 
would say it is serving Its purpose 
exceptionally well.” 
The law provides for Issuance in 
triplicate of w oiglunaster’s certifi­ 
er tes when a load of coal Is weighed. 
T h e certificate shows the nam e arui 
address of the purchaser, date and 
hour when weighed, gross an d net 
weight of the toad or divided lots. 
One copy goes to the purchaser, 
one is retained by the w eighm aster, 
and one by the person delivering 
the coal. An inspector who sto p s a 
load of coal is authorized to take 
It to the nearest available w eigh­ 
m aster, where the gross weight Is 
checked. Tile net load is determ ined 
by the inspector on weighing the 
em pty vehicle, after delivery of the 
coal.

Washington, Fob. ll (AP)—Mayor 
La Ouardia is quitting as heed of 
the civilian defense setup and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, his chief aide, has been 
invited by a Senator to quit too. 
President Roosevelt announced at 
his press conference late yesterday 
that La Guardia, who has headed 
the OCD since its establishment last 
fall, was leaving immediately and 
that James M. Landis, Harvard 
law dean and present executive di­ 
rector, was taking his place. 
Tile President explained that the 
New York mayor never had received 
a formal appoinment but had been 
requisitioned to organize the office 
and was leaving now that the job 
had been done.

Sugar Shortage 
Called ‘Blessing’ 


New Orleans, Feb. ii CAP)—Don’t 
worry about the sugar shortage— 
it’s probably a Messing in disguise. 
So thinks Dr. Sidney Bliss, pro­ 
fessor of biochemistry at the Tulnne 
School of Medicine, who points out 
that only 8.8 pounds of sugar per 
person were consumed in the United 
States in 1823, compared to 108 
pounds per person in 1931. 
Dr. Bliss said in an interview to­ 
day that nutritionists believe sugar 
rationing offers a chance to improve 
the nation’s diet by making neces­ 
sary the substitution of other vit- 
amln-rich foods and minerals for 
sugar. 
“One of the major objectives in 
improving the nation's diet has been 
that of reversing the upward trend 
of sugar consumption in the United
